prosecute the invention set forth in Group 1, Claims 1-21 and 39-65 in this appHcatron. As 
required by the Office Action, Applicants further elect Species 2. All of the claims in Group 1 
are readable on the elected species. 
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Response to Restriction requirement 

Claim 1 is generic to all of the species. Claim 1 includes no material element additional 
to those recited in the species claims and comprehends within its confines the organization 
covered in each of the species. Claim 1 relates to a method of inducing and/or sustaining an 
immunoIogical-GTL-response4n^a'=mmm^ 

mammal at a level sufficient to induce an immunologic CTL response in the mammal and 
maintaining the antigen in the mammal's lymphatic system over time sufficient to maintain the 
immunologic CTL response induction or sustenance. All other claims in Group 1 include the 
limitations of Claim 1. If generic Claim 1 is found to be allowable, then AppUcants are entitled 
to consideration of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or which 
otherwise include all the limitations of Claim 1 as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. See MPEP 
809.02(a). Claims 1, 4, 9-1 1, 14, and 48 have been amended as set forth below. New Claims 61- 
65 have been added. 
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
